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Church to classroom connection 


Hope Community 
Church provides 
supplies to teachers

W hen Hope Commu¬ 
nity Church wanted 
to forge better con¬ 
nections with families in its 
Feeding Hills neighborhood, 
it reached out to Granger El¬ 
ementary School, a half mile 
down the road, with an offer 
the school couldn’t refuse. 

Church leaders had deter¬ 
mined that one of the best ways 
to connect with families was to 
“adopt” the school and provide 
teachers with extra classroom 
materials. So, for the past year, 
about half the church members 
— 60 to 80 people — have been 
buying items for teachers. 

“They’ve truly been a bless¬ 
ing to our staff and brought 
smiles to so many faces,” said 
Principal Cheryl Salomao. 

“Teaching can be a very 
stressful occupation, with 
pressure to meet state stan¬ 
dards, cover the curriculum, do 
high-stakes testing, and worry 
about the emotional and social 
well-being of students,” added 
Salomao. “This thoughtfulness 
has been a great pick-me-up 
and made us feel appreciated.” 

Teachers request supplies 
by attaching plastic leaves to 
a special “Giving Tree” created 
by a church member. Painted 
on a white board, the tree is in 
the teachers’ room. Leaves are 
picked up monthly and church 
members fulfill the requests. 

It all started last February 
when Heidi Jurasz, a counsel¬ 
or at Granger whose daughter 
attends the church’s daycare 
center, was approached by 
Deacon Natalie Woodward, 
who runs the center. 

Senior Pastor Brad Peter¬ 
son said society typically tries 
to separate church and public 
schools, so he wasn’t sure his 
church would be allowed to

Options 
eyed for 
energy 
board 

Mayor, council to 
discuss changes to 
composition, mission

Mayor William Sapelli is 
looking to gather input and 
direction for solar and other 
energy issues that the town 
faces as he works to resurrect 
the Energy Commission. 

The Energy Commission 
was originally formed in 2009, 
but has faded into inactivi¬ 
ty over the years. Sapelli said 
they’re still working on digging 
into the history of the commis¬ 
sion to see who was on it, the 
duties it handled, why it wasn’t 
continued and the input it can 
provide into energy related 
issues, like solar, that the city 
faces daily. 

“I need to talk to the [City] 
Council to make sure they’re 
in favor of putting it together,” 
Sapelli explained. “[The old 
commission is] a little different 
than what I had in my mind. 
I’ll have to look at this more 
closely.” 

He will be consulting with 
council about the past com¬ 
mission and to see how some 
of his own ideas for what he’d 
like the commission to do can 
be incorporated. He would like 
the group to be able to provide 
direction on “a variety of issues 
that relate to energy.” 

“I saw a few committees 
that were inactive, and I 
thought with all the solar is¬ 
sues and questions, it’d be nice 
to have a group of residents as 
an advisory group to chime in

Troop 77 leader awarded Medal of Merit

Service is nothing new to Assis¬ 
tant Scoutmaster Sherry Kreps, but 
one July day, service took a whole 
new meaning. Troop 77 of Agawam 
was doing a service project, paint¬ 
ing lines in the parking lot of the 
West Springfield United Methodist 
Church, where Kreps and her fami¬ 
ly are members. 

It was hot that day and the troop 
was using the hall for relief. Jeff 
Schlosser was there with his sons, 
who are members of the troop, 
when he started to go in for a water 
break. Just inside the door, he col¬ 
lapsed. 

Being a troop leader trained 
in first aid and CPR, Kreps sprang 
into action. She performed CPR on 
Schlosser and brought him back 
not once, but twice. With parent 
Jen Ives by her side and Scout¬ 
master John Newsome on the tele¬ 
phone with 911, Kreps stayed with 
Schlossler, who was taken to the 
hospital and was on the mend. 

On Jan. 13, the General Knox 
Council held a court of honor at 
the West Springfield United Meth¬ 
odist Church where troop mem¬ 
bers received their merit badges. 
Following that ceremony, Kreps 
was awarded the Medal of Merit, a 
prestigious national award that is 
given to an extraordinary person, 
recognizing their lifesaving actions. 

Present at the ceremony was 
Schlosser, who expressed his appre¬ 
ciation to Kreps and told those in at¬ 
tendance that “... it was surreal to be 
there standing by her,” as he was told 
he had a 6 percent chance of surviv¬ 
ing what happened that day. 


In accepting the award, Kreps 
asked all those in attendance to 
consider getting trained in CPR, 
which in this case allowed a hus¬ 


band and father to return to his 
family and friends. 

A reception followed the cere¬ 
mony, which included troop fami¬ 


lies and many of those whose lives 
Kreps has touched over the years 
since starting with Troop 77 in 
1999.

Stormwater Task Force to meet Tuesday 


Agawam’s Stormwater Advisory 
Task Force will meet at 6 p.m. Tues¬ 
day, Feb. 6, to continue discussions on 
future funding needs for the stormwa¬ 
ter management program, and poten¬ 
tial ways of meeting those needs. 

The meeting will be in the Com¬ 
munity Room at Agawam Public Li¬ 
brary, 750 Cooper St. On the agenda 
are an update on public engagement 
efforts; a discussion on creating a 
stormwater system education video; 


and a review of the draft final report 
of the committee. 

The task force has been asked to 
determine how the town should catch 
up on years of deferred maintenance 
on the stormwater system, which is 
separate from the sanitary sewer, and 
how it must respond to stricter federal 
mandates coming into effect. The task 
force has discussed implementing 
a new stormwater utility fee, which 
would assess property owners based 


upon their square footage of impervi¬ 
ous surface, as a means of raising the 
funds necessary for this work. 

All residents of Agawam are wel¬ 
come to attend any task force meetings.

Library takes pajama donations for needy kids 


The Agawam Public Library has 
teamed up with the Boston Bruins 
to participate in their annual pajama 
drive to benefit DCF Kids and Cradles 
to Crayons. The PJ drive’s goal is to 
collect 15,000 pairs of new pajamas 
for children and teens in need. 

“It’s hard to imagine that so 
many kids and teens don’t know 
the comforting feeling of putting on 
PJs before settling down to sleep,” 
said Pamela Weingart, youth ser¬ 
vices librarian. “We’re happy to be 
part of an effort to change that.” 
The PJ drive runs from Feb. 1 through 
March 15. The library will be collect¬ 
ing new pairs of pajamas for babies, 
children and teens. 

Bruins forward P.J. Axelsson and his 
wife, Siw, started the PJ drive during 
the Boston Bruins’ 2007-08 season as 
a way to give back to their community. 


The couple collected 1,600 pairs of pa¬ 
jamas for Cradles to Crayons, which 
connects with social service agencies 
to identify specific children in need. 
In 2017, the drive expanded to ben¬ 
efit DCF’s Wonderfund. DCF esti¬ 
mates that at any given time, the 
agency is working with 45,000 babies, 
children and teens. DCF’s partici¬ 
pation helps ensure that PJs stay in 
the area in which they were collect¬ 
ed, benefitting local kids and teens. 
Amy Riley, a social service partner 
from MassSTART that benefits from 
the PJ drive, spoke about the drive’s 
impact. 

“Mario, his mom and two broth¬ 
ers are living in an apartment that is 
not heated properly,” she said. “The 
bedrooms are very cold at night, and 
as a result the children are often sick. 
Mario and his brothers were also not 


sleeping well and would end up sleep¬ 
ing together in order to stay warm. 
Cradles to Crayons was able to pro¬ 
vide the family with pajamas, warm 
clothing, bedding and blankets. This 
allowed om to save money and focus 
on finding a new, better heated apart¬ 
ment.” 

The Massachusetts Board of Li¬ 
brary Commissioners works with the 
Boston Bruins to coordinate library 
participation in the drive. Libraries 
from around the state use the Massa¬ 
chusetts Library System’s delivery ser¬ 
vice, typically used to send books and 
other library materials, to send their 
PJs to area collection locations, which 
increases libraries’ ability to partici¬ 
pate in the drive.

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Former Senator will be town’s top lawyer 


Former state Sen. Stephen Buon- 
iconti has been hired as Agawam’s 
new town solicitor, Mayor William 
Sapelli announced last week. 

“I’ve known attorney Buonicon- 
ti for several years, when he was 
the rep. and senator over in West 
Springfield for Agawam,” Sapelli 
said this week. “I have a little rela¬ 
tionship and knowledge of him and 
his abilities and I am extremely con¬ 
fident in him.” 

Buoniconti has served in the mu¬ 
nicipal Law Department as the town’s 


assistant solicitor since 2016, but his 
connection to Agawam started long 
before that. He represented Agawam 
in the state Senate from 2004 to 2010, 
in the state House of Representatives 
from 2001 to 2004, and was an assis¬ 
tant district attorney from 1996 to 
2001. He is also an Agawam resident. 

Buoniconti replaces PatrickToney, 
who resigned. Toney had served as 
town solicitor since spring 2016, but 
had a long history in the town’s Law 
Department. Toney served as a law 
clerk at Town Hall from 2006 to 2008, 


and later as assistant town solicitor 
for six years under Vincent Gioscia, 
who is now the town clerk. 

Employees of the Law Depart¬ 
ment are part-timers and free to 
maintain their own private practic¬ 
es, an opportunity that Buoniconti, 
Gioscia and Toney all took. For their 
municipal work, they are paid an 
hourly rate plus a stipend.

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“We’re pretty happy for Joe. I re¬ 
member when he was a ball boy — I 
would bring him up there and sit at 
the game and he was always hustling. 
He loved the game, he loved soccer. 
That was his first experience with the 
high school team,” he said. 

Joe’s mother, Laurie, added that 
having an award inspired by their son 
is “very much surreal, but Joe’s always 
had such a big heart and been such a 
good kid and dedicated to all the orga¬ 
nization’s he’s been involved in. We’re 
just very happy for him.” 

As a member of the Agawam High 
School Class of 2013, Joe excelled in the 
classroom, on the athletic field and in 
the marching band. He was a member 
of Opus Bono Historie and the Nation¬ 
al Honor Society. He was the ski team 
captain and lettered in soccer, track 
and skiing. He also was the brass cap¬ 
tain for the marching band, in which 
he played mellophone, and played 
French horn in the symphony band. 

He graduated from UMass-Am- 
herst in 2017 with a bachelor’s degree 
in sustainable food and farming from 
Stockbridge School of Agriculture. 
During his time at UMass, Joe contin¬ 
ued his musical passion as a member 
of the Minuteman Marching Band. 

Now that he’s out of school, Joe has 
returned to his hometown and is the 
fifth generation of his family to work 
on the family farm, E. Cecchi Farms, 
in Feeding Hills. 

“I love doing it. It’s fun. I think it’s im¬ 
portant for the community. I like being 
outside and working with life,” Joe said. 


Willard said the experience he had 
after he had retired as head coach, 
working alongside Joe as a ball boy 
while Joe was in junior high school, 
inspired Willard to create an award. 
He dedicated it to the DePalos for all 
the hard work Vito and Joseph DePalo 
put into volunteering as coaches for 
the football and basketball teams in 
town for more than 20 years. 

The 2015 recipient of the award, 
Ryan Gokey, was also a ball boy at 
the soccer games while in elementary 
school, embodying the same charac¬ 
teristics and values Willard saw in Joe. 

“I started thinking we could use 
another award,” Willard explained. 
“It would be someone that goes there 
and concentrates on what he’s doing 
and doing a good job.

Full life a 
model for all 

I f it feels like you’ve lost a friend this 
week, it’s because you have. 

Jay Berger, an Agawam neighbor 
and columnist in the Agawam Advertis¬ 
er News, died on Jan. 27. We’re worse as 
a community for having lost a fine man, 
but even worse for the knowledge that 
we won’t get to hear him tell another of 
his stories. 

For years, Jay has been telling those 
stories on this page — vignettes of his 
life, reminiscences of times past, win¬ 
dows into a loving family home, por¬ 
traits of the panoramas and personali¬ 
ties he’s met. 

Born in the 1920s, Jay lived through 
an amazing era. He grew up in the De¬ 
pression and fought against totalitari¬ 
anism; he graduated into the economic 
boom of the 1950s and the cultural tur¬ 
moil of the 1960s; in turn, he joined the 
jet age and the drive to the suburbs. 

Through it all, Jay took note of what 
he saw, whether it was mastering the 
technical formulas for mixing orange 
juice in Florida, or counting all the vege¬ 
tables at Thanksgiving dinner, or serving 
his country in World War II, or endlessly 
exploring on a seemingly inexhaustible 
itinerary of ElderHostel and Road Schol¬ 
ar tours. And he shared his observations 
freely — with the morning coffee club at 
McDonald’s and with the faithful readers 
of his newspaper column. 

To page through the back issues 
of the Agawam Advertiser News, or 
through the four volumes of his “A Life 
of Fun and Adventure” collection, is to 
learn, from example, how to lead a full 
life. True to the title of his books, he was 
always up for a new adventure. He was 
always ready to meet new people. He 
and his beloved wife Kitty were seeming¬ 
ly more active in retirement than most 
people are in youth. 

Even those of us who only knew him 
in the slightest possible way — just as a 
reader of his stories — feel we know a 
few things about him as a person. Chief 
among these is his profound love for his 
wife and their family. So much of what 
he wrote was about the pride he felt in 
his children and grandchildren (and, last 
year, a great-grandchild), and about the 
ways in which he and Kitty built a wel¬ 
coming home as parents and grandpar¬ 
ents. 

We also have in our minds an image 
of a man who found joy in every new 
thing he experienced. There’s a lesson in 
that, too. 

Jay Berger, we know you enjoyed your 
long life — thank you for sharing it with 
us so that we could enjoy it, too.

H ome-bound, fighting off 
a cold can give you time 
to do some shelf-search¬ 
ing that you probably haven’t 
done in months or 
maybe years.

Armed with Rich’s 
Maine address and old phone 
number, John called back an 
hour later with two other phone 
numbers. Less than 
an hour later I was 
talking to Rich, who 
assured me that the 
man in the ’29 Tech 
yearbook was his dad. 

Although Rich 
remembered Little 
League, he said his 
older brother Jim ’59 
would be the one to 

_ talk to. He was three 

years older and was 
probably on his dad’s first team. He 
gave me Jim’s number and I called 
right away. You are probably won¬ 
dering why all this was so exciting 
to me. Understandable. The rea¬ 
son is that we have the pictures 
of the four original Little League 
teams from 1953. They were left at 
Gary Janulewicz’s doorstep by Jim 
Reynolds III just before he moved 
to Arizona. The pictures were part 


of a beautiful collage given to Lit¬ 
tle League president Jim Reynolds 
Jr. (Jim’s dad) by the very grateful 
young players. 

Old pictures are great. Our 
yearbooks are full of them, but 
90 percent of the group pictures 
have no names underneath or 
sometimes the names are there, 
but not in any particular order. 
Our four Little League pictures 
have no names. 

I talked to Jim Vermeiren for 
over 15 minutes and I learned 
that Jim is a retired Air Force of¬ 
ficer whose career was at Lang¬ 
ley Air Force Base.

Good news shows God’s presence 


I n the Gospel of Mark, the very 
first thing Jesus says is, “The 
kingdom of God has come 
near. Repent, and believe in the 
good news” (1:15). 

Jesus doesn’t yet 
explain that he him¬ 
self is the good news of 
God’s kingdom come 
near. That comes a 
little later. But right 
from the beginning, 
we know that Jesus’ 
ministry is defined 
by the good news of 

God’s kingdom. - 

And immediately 
Jesus begins making God’s king¬ 
dom visible. Jesus calls his first 
disciples to follow him because 
the kingdom is manifest in our 
world when we come together 
in Christ’s name and commit 
ourselves to living Christ’s way. 
Jesus teaches and heals because 
the kingdom is manifest in our 
world when God’s word is pro¬ 
claimed and suffering people ex¬ 
perience liberation. 

God invites us, just as Christ 
invited his disciples all those 
centuries ago, to believe the 
good news, to follow him, to

watch kingdom happen in and 
around us. Our job, as followers 
of Jesus in our day, to witness to 
the good news of what God is do¬ 
ing even now. 

It is not easy, be¬ 
cause we are sur¬ 
rounded by news that 
is not good, and bad 
news can blind us to 
the good news of God’s 
kingdom come near. 

But as people of 
faith, we know that 
we live in God’s world, 
that, even in the midst 
of pain and suffering, 
we are moving towards God’s 
kingdom, that God’s kingdom is 
coming near to us. 

A few weeks ago, I read a 
column assessing the state of 
our world. Counterintuitive as 
it may seem, the columnist ar¬ 
gued that “2017 was probably 
the very best year in the long 
history of humanity,” and he 
expressed the hope that 2018 
would be even better. 

Apparently the number of 
people around the world living 
in extreme poverty drops by 
more than 200,000 every day. Ev¬ 


ery day, 325,000 people gain ac¬ 
cess to electricity, and nearly as 
many gain access to clean drink¬ 
ing water. Every day. 

He says, “As recently as the 
1960s, a majority of humans had 
always been illiterate and lived 
in extreme poverty. Now fewer 
than 15 percent are illiterate and 
fewer than 10 percent live in ex¬ 
treme poverty.” He says there is 
reason to hope that illiteracy and 
extreme poverty will be mostly 
gone in another 15 years. 

That is really good news. 
And, as people of faith, we rec¬ 
ognize that good news as a sign 
of God at work, God’s kingdom 
coming near. 

In fact, God’s kingdom comes 
near to us all the time. We are 
surrounded by the good news of 
Jesus Christ at work in our world, 
if only we can see it. Our task is 
to open our eyes to the one who 
is here. Our task is to open our 
hearts to the amazing good news 
of God’s presence in our midst.

Writing code to move robot 


Brianna Gaynor, a senior at Agawam 
High School and team captain for Rosie Ro¬ 
botics, provided the following update on the 
robotics team. Last week was the third in a 
six-week sprint to design and build a robot to 
represent Agawam in FIRST Robotics Com¬ 
petition tournaments this spring 

We now have some robot parts and field 
parts ... but how does it move? 

This is where our programmers come 
into play. In the program Eclipse, using 
the language Java, they are programming 
the gyro, which is part of the drivetrain, 
to make it move forward and turn during 
the autonomous section of the competi¬ 
tion. Autonomous is when the robot moves 
without anyone using the controls in the 
first 30 seconds of the 2-minute-and- 15- 
second match. This year, we are sticking 
with the same drivetrain design we used 
last year, which helped take some of the 
pressure off our programming team. They 
have also been unsoldering and soldering 
the buttons for our retro arcade game con¬ 
sole that will accompany us at our compe¬ 
titions. They have the teleoperated (when 
someone is driving the robot) program¬ 
ming code for the drive train completed. 
Since our official robot isn’t complete yet, 
our programming team utilized last year’s 
robot to learn how the new coding pro¬ 
gram works. The programmers have been

working hard and will continue to work 
until the last day to get the robot to the best 
it can be.

help. 

“We value the chance to love the 
teachers, which hopefully helps them 
to love the children more,” Peterson 
said. 

Although Hope Community 
Church is the first church in Agawam 
to partner with a public school — 
School Superintendent Steve Leman- 
ski said he’s unaware of any others 
— a number of public schools across 
the country have developed ongoing 
partnerships with churches. 

“The generosity of Hope Commu¬ 
nity Church has been overwhelming 
and very much appreciated,” said Le- 
manski, who added that Tim Reed, 
pastor at Bethany Assembly of God, 
attends monthly District Wide Sup¬ 
port Team meetings. 

Peterson said proximity — the 
church and the school are just a few 
hundred feet away from each other on 
South Westfield Street — was a “huge 
factor” in the decision. 

“Being up on the hill we often feel 
disconnected from the community 
we want to reach,” said Peterson. He 
said at his first meeting with teachers 
last March, Peterson asked how many 
had heard of his church. “Only about 
a dozen had heard of us,” he recalled. 
“When I asked who knew where we 
were, it was even fewer. That’s why we 
wanted to reach out in the first place. 
We wanted to be known in the com¬ 
munity — why not start with those 
working so close to us?” 

He added that while no families 
associated with Granger currently at¬ 
tend his church, families whose chil¬ 
dren attend Granger live in the neigh¬ 
borhood close to the church. 

“Granger is in such close proximity 
to the church that it made sense,” said 
Peterson. “Those families are the ones 
we wanted to connect with.” 

Church members have also pro¬ 
vided food, from a pasta and meatball 
luncheon last May during Teacher 
Appreciation Week to an ice cream 
sundae bar last June to a huge platter 
of cookies the week before Christmas. 

During the school’s holiday sing- 
along, church members gave gifts to 
all staff in front of students. They also 
made decorative Post-it Notes for 
teachers’ desks for Teacher Appreci¬ 
ation Day as well as end-of-the-year 
and beginning-of-the-year gifts.

and the church, said when Peterson 
and a church member came to a Sep¬ 
tember staff meeting, they welcomed 
staff with pencil boxes. The boxes, 
decorated with different colored bows, 
were filled with supplies and other 
items, such as Lifesavers candies. 

“It was similar to Teacher survival 
kits’ they made the previous school 
year,” she added. 

Peterson said one of the reasons 
his church wanted to help teachers 
and recognize their work is because 
of media stories about teachers hav¬ 
ing to spend their own money on stu¬ 
dents because districts can’t afford it. 

“We thought the best way to help 
students is to help teachers,” Peterson 


said. “We also wanted to appreciate 
those who do so much, but get so little 
recognition.” 

Most of the items are purchased by 
church members, but if items need to 
be purchased quickly, Peterson said 
there is a church budget to buy them. 

“When we introduced the Giving 
Tree, teachers asked what it would 
give. My response was: Anything you 
want it to give,” added Peterson. “Our 
desire to go the extra mile comes from 
a desire to communicate God’s love to 
others by serving them.” 

Among the items the church has 
provided are: 

• Large beverage coolers and buck¬ 
ets with handles used as “recess buck¬ 
ets” to help students carry coats and 
lunch bags to the lunch room 

• Rolling crates for students to 
bring library books to the library rath¬ 
er than carrying heavy books in bags 

• Small area rug for a classroom 

• Large clothes baskets to use as 
reading nooks, with blankets and tow¬ 
els for kindergartners and first graders 

• Board games, game balls, and 
hula hoops 

• Fans for teachers’ room and class¬ 
rooms for warm days 

• Glue sticks, dry-rase markers, stick¬ 
ers, hole punch, colored copy paper 

• New corded phone for teachers’ 
room 

Peterson said he didn’t know how 
much has been spent on these items, 
but added that church members “are 
very grateful” for the chance to be 
part of the Granger community. 

“We hope this relationship will 
continue for years to come,” Peterson 
said.

and give input to the mayor’s office,” 
he explained. 

The Energy Commission was en¬ 
acted according to a bylaw adapted 
on Sept. 8, 2009. It consisted of 11 
members, including the superin¬ 
tendent of public works, director 
of planning and community devel¬ 
opment, building maintenance di¬ 
rector, the building inspector, three 
members of City Council — des¬ 
ignated by the council president 
— and four members of the public 
appointed by the mayor and con¬ 
firmed by the council, which Sapelli 
hopes will be a diverse representa¬ 
tion of the community. 

“We’re working on looking at who 
was on it in the past and it wasn’t 
that eclectic of a group. I think you 
really need a cross-section of differ¬ 
ent backgrounds and experiences to 


be represented on it,” he said. 

The commission was given 10 du¬ 
ties in the bylaw, including the pro¬ 
posal and development of strategies 
to reduce town energy costs, pro¬ 
viding guidance to the mayor, City 
Council, schools and other key town 
departments, and cooperating with 
state and federal agencies to ensure 
the city complies with mandates 
and standards. 

Sapelli stressed it’s an idea still in 
its infancy and has lots of room to 
grow and adapt as research is con¬ 
ducted on the past commission. He 
also plans to gather input on how to 
proceed from other groups, includ¬ 
ing the Planning Office, Building 
Maintenance Department and City 
Council. 

“I’m going to talk to the council 
and have them weigh in on it. A lot 
of them have history on the make¬ 
up and purpose of the former energy 
committee. I need to talk to them to 


make sure they’re in favor of putting 
it together,” Sapelli said. 

A request for applicants interest¬ 
ed in filling vacancies on the Energy 
Commission was posted on Jan. 10. It 
directs those interested in serving to 
contact the Mayor’s Office at 413-786- 
0400, ext.
